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ABSTRACT: 

PURPOSE: To improve travel performance and safety by providing one or each 
of a pair of bicycle pedals with an energizing means for resetting the pedal 
automatically into a specified position so as to maintain the pedal, placed in 
the free state at the stop time, into a position ideal for resuming the travel. 

CONSTITUTION: A pair of bicycle pedals 1 are rotatably fitted to the tips of 
a pair of pedal arms 4, and the pedal arms 4 are fixed to a connecting shaft 3. 
A driving gear 2 with a driving chain 5 wound thereon is further fixed to the 
connecting shaft 3. In this case, a weight 6 is fixed to one pedal arm 4 
through a casing 7, and the weight 6 is protruded from the pedal arm 4, along 
the rotating direction of the pedal arm 4. The pedal arm 4 thereby stops in 
such a position that the weight 6 comes right under the connecting shaft 3. 
Accordingly when a rider stops a bicycle and lets his foot off the pedal 1 , 
the pedal 1 'is lowered by the action of the weight 6 and automatically reset 
into a specified position where the weight 6 is positioned on the lower side.
